U.S. POLICIES ENCOURAGE NUCLEAR PROLIFERATION

{(Text] It is not because of poor memory that the official circles in 
Washington have kept silent on the tenth anniversary since the Treaty 

on the Non-Proliferation of Nuétear Weapons was put into effect 

(March 5). The militarist zeal in the American capital just does not 
leave them spare time to spare from brandishing weapons, including 
nuclear weapons. This situation gives a free hand to those of America's 
client states whose leaders have long been nourishing nuclear ambitions. 


These days internationalist observers are recalling anew the colossal 
explosion over the Atlantic Ocean off the South African coast last 
September. Experts are increasingly inclined to believe: that the 
"fireball" registered by an American spy satellite had something to do 
with the secret manoeuvres conducted by a naval task force of the 
Republic of South Africa in that area at the time. The TV network CBS 
has said aloud what millions of people in Africa, in the Middle East and 
elsewhere thought with anxiety: it was nothing but a test of an explo- 
sive nuclear device staged jointly by Israel and South Africa. 


The USA may formally claim that it is not involved in the sinister 
developments. However, Washington's unofficial blessing of the nuclear 
deal between Israel and South Africa has been confirmed by a number of 
Western sources, including the book "Dirty Job-23; CIA in Africa." Those 
Western experts who believe that South Africa and Israel have a nuclear 
potential recall, among other facts, the delivery of 100 kilograms of 
enriched uranium by the USA to South Africa between 1965 and 1976 and 
the supplies of enriched uranium to Israel from the nuclear project in 
Apollo, Pennsylvania. 


The main reason for the fresh manifestation of nuclear ambitions in the 
international arena consists in the militarist stand of Washington 
itself and in the Carter Administration's encouragement of the greatest 














possible demands of its military partners and allies. As for Israel, 
it ig no one's secret that in the past few years the country has 
received generous American military aid. There is virtually no US 
weapon that Israel would be unable to get. Naturally, in this per- 
missive atmosphere Israel ignores international agreements, including 
the Non-Proliferation Treaty. 


The ramifications of this permissiveness are reaching Southwest Asia as 
well. In particular, it is ever more publicly admitted in the USA that 
Pakistan has not slackened ite efforts to develop nuclear weapons. An 
uranium-enriching plant that can be used for military purposes con- 
tinues to be built outside Islamabad. 


Some time ago the USA imposed a bamion any aid to Pakistan, showing in 
this way its disapproval of Islamabad's nuclear programme. Now, riding 
the crest of anti-Soviet hysteria in connection with the events in 
Afghanistan, Washington has made a U-turn, thrown the doors of its 
military arsenals wide open to Pakistan and, moreover, proposed that a 
consortium of Western countries be set up to arm the Pakistani regime 
to the teeth. All this can only mean adding fat to the fire of the 
Pakistani leaders' nuclear ambitions. 


At the same time the volume of nuclear "fuel" piled in the area by the 
USA itself is rapidly growing. In the past few months the American 
naval armada in the Persian Gulf has swollen four-fold. Some of the 
ships carry nuclear weapons. Work is intensified to modernize the US 
military base on the Diego Garcia Island, the base on the Masira Island 
is being expanded, and the Pentagon is looking for new facilities in 
Oman, Kenya and Somalia. When all is said and done, the entire area of 
the notorious "Brzezinski arc," stretching from Angola to India, is 
being staffed with nuclear weapons by Washington, helped by its old and 
new partners. 


The US brasshats publicly threaten to use force, including tactical 
nuclear weapons, to protect "US vital interests"' in the Persian Gulf. 
This threat is obviously aimed against all people who reject American 
diktat, above all, the OPEC countries. It is well-known from history 
that the "Soviet threat" ballyhoo is nothing but a pretext for blackmail 
and expansion in the Third World. 


This time it is not only the Third World that is the US target. Let 
us have a look at Europe. The Pentagon's nuclear "muscle flexing" 
began there long before the events in Afghanistan. NATO's decision 
last December to deploy new American nuclear missiles in Western 
Europe hardly accords with the letter and the spirit of the Non- 
Proliferation Treaty. Two circumstances merit attention in this con- 
text. First, these missiles are targeted directly at the Soviet Union. 
Second, they are to be deployed, apart from West Germany, Britain and 
Italy, in Belgium and the Netherlands, i.e., in the countries which 








have not yet had nuclear weapons stationed on their territory. In this 
way Washington has provoked the expansion of the area of nuclear strategy 
in Europe and made its partners hostages to this strategy. 


The US intention to go through with thie plan was confirmed by State 
Secretary Cyrus Vance in his speech in Chicago on March 3. Thies is a 
poor gift for the tenth anniversary of the Non-Proliferation Treaty. 
But then, ien't the showing of the Carter Administration in the sphere 
of nuclear weapone just as deplorable, despite Carter's election pledge 
in 1976 to rid mankind of the threat of nuclear weapons?

[Conversation with V.I. Pimenov, chairman of organizational committee of 
Leningrad exhibit in Moscow and secretary of Leningrad CPSU Gorkom conducted 
by correspondent V. Tarasenko: "The Plan Is Unified, Complex; Leningrad 
Days at the Exhibition of USSR National-Economic Achievements" ] 


[Text] At the Exhibition of USSR National-Economic 
Achievements, the exhibit "Complex Plan of Economic and 
Social Development of Leningrad and Leningrad Oblast-- 
in Operation" is being shown with great success. The 
day after tomorrow Leningrad Days will open here. It 
will be attended from our city by party and soviet per- 
sonnel, scientists, engineers, outstanding workers and 
agricultural laborers. They will share with Muscovites 
their experience and talk about plans for the future. 
On the eve of the delegation's departure, our corre=- 
spondent spoke with its leader, chairman of the organ- 
izational committee of the exhibit, secretary of Lenin- 
grad CPSU Gorkom V.I. Pimenov. ] 


"The exhibit now on display at the Exhibition of USSR National-Economic 
Achievements describes how the Complex Plan of Economic and Social Develop- 
ment of Leningrad and Leningrad Oblast is being put in practice and the re- 
sults of the labor of the detachment of many thousands of our working class, 
agricultural laborers and the intelligentsia," Valeriy Ivanovich said. 


“Leningrad and Leningrad Oblast constitute the largest national-economic com- 
plex in the country. It is enough to say that about 3 percent of all indus- 
trial production in the USSR is produced here. In the Tenth Five-Year Plan 
Leningrad industry devised and put into series production more than 2,000 
new machines, instruments, apparatus and other types of modern equipment. 
Some of them are being shown at the exhibit and others can be seen on numer- 
ous photographs and documents. 


"The city's and oblast's labor collectives, determinedly implementing the de- 
cleions of the 25th CPSU Congress, marked the past year with further devel- 
opment of public production and raising of its efficiency. Since the begin- 
ning of the Tenth Five-Year Plan, 750 million rubles of products have been 
sold in excess of the annual plans. Production volume compared to 1975 has 
grown 1,2-fold, or almost 3 billion rubles. More than 90 percent of this 
increase is due to higher labor productivity. Certain successes have been 
attained in agriculture. Last year alone there were sold to the state 
170,000 tone of meat, 712,000 tone of milk and more than one billion eggs.

It coordinates the development of 
numerous sectors of the national economy, administrative rayons and separate 
enterprises. Moreover, it makes it possible to utilize more fully and effi- 
clently existing labor, materal and natural resources of the city and the 
oblast and to boost the efficiency of Leningrad economy, first of ali 
through its intensification. Thus, in the city and the oblast, growth of 
the number of workers since the start of the five-year plan amounts to 
slightly more than 50,000 persons below that planned.

"During the present five-year plan much has been done to further raise the 
living standard of Leningraders and to achieve a realization of the broad 
program of housing, cultural and everyday construction.

LONG-TERM STRATEGY FOR DEVELOPING REGIONAL ECONOMIC ENTERPRISES

[Text] At the present stage of the nation's economic development, the eco- 
nomic complexes of various types and levels play a special role in the 
rational placement of the productive forces. The formation of these com- 
plexes has become the central process in the development of the regional 


economy. This is an extended process which, as a rule, encompass: -?veral 
five-year plans, and because of this the strategy of forming an: deveioping 
the economic complexes is the prerogative of the long-range na‘ nal eco- 
nomic development plan, with the subsequent realization of the overs)? 


strategy in the tactical decisions of the current plans. 


The basic strategic question in the forming and development of a system of 
production complexes in a region is the correct and scientifically sound 
investment policy. To a decisive degree this determines the effectiveness 
and quality in the functioning of the national economy. Under the condi- 
tions of Tadzhikistan, the determining territorial economic formation of 
the highest rank is the Southern Tadzhik Territorial Production Complex 
[YuT TPK], and the basic portion of the republic's investment program is 
embodied within it. There has long been the raising of questions concern- 
ing the need to have a unified plan for the development of the complex, a 
unified system of financing and material-technic.l supply, a special body 
for leading the formation of the complex, and so forth. Regardless of the 
broad discussion in the press which shows the advisability of setting up an 
ordered system of controlling the process of shaping the complex, this ques- 
tion has not been settled. Among the specific proposals was the investment 
model for forming the YuT TPK and this at one time attracted the attention 
of the leading bodies in the republic. However, the actual realization of 
this model, like all similar proposals, goes beyond the competence of the 
republic bodies, and requires solutions on a statewide scale, as this is 
related to a certain reorganization in the existing system of predominantly 
sectorial economic management. In refocusing attention on these questions 
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which have been raised by life iteelf, we feel that their positive solution 
{a one of the main conditions for ensuring the normal course of the forma- 
tion and development of regional economic complexes. 





Ae wae emphasized in the materials of the 25th CPSU Congress, the 
Lerritortal-production complexes under present-day conditions determine 

the economic makeup of the regions and Union republics. This is particu- 
larly apparent when it isa a question of the large complexes within the rela- 
tively small republice, with the YuT TP¥ being an example of this. Pre- 
cisely it determines and will determine for many years to come the main 
directions and scale of economic growth for Tadzhikistan. Along with the 
unified process of the formation of the complex, within which continuous 
changes occur and it is particularly important to direct these changes 
along the correct channel so that the relatively independently formed sec- 
torial elements become truly interrelated in the future territorial- 
production complex [incomplete sentence]. Certainly on the territory of 
the TPK [Territorial-Production Complex] there already exists and will de- 
velop in the future a large number of economic complexes of a lower rank, 
and for them @ correct strategy of long-range development should be worked 
out and coordinated with the overall optimum strategy of forming the entire 
complex. 


At present, when the economic development rates of the republic economy are 
somewhat higher than the national average rates, the specific features of 
the availability of labor resources and the uniqueness of solving a number 
of social questions in the region necessitate the elaboration of a scien- 
tific concept for the integrated development of the region's economy. 

Prior to the 1960's, the chief factors which determined the specialization 
of Tadzhik industry were the prepared raw material supplies for many sectors 
of the light and food industries (raw cotton, silk cocoons and fruit), the 
nontransportability of the raw materials, the continuously growing demand 
for the products of these sectors, the low capital intensiveness of the 
product, the relatively simple production process in the primary industrial 
processing of the raw material not requiring an extended time to train 
skilled workers from the indigenous population. All these economic pre- 
requisites for the industrial development of the republic to a sufficient 
degree were considered in working out the five-year national economic de- 
velopment plans. Subsequently, mainly in line with the efficiency of 
building large GES in Tadzhikistan, the economic reprequisites arose for 
the accelerated development of a number of heavy industry sectors (non- 
ferrous metallurgy, chemical, and so forth), and the use of them predeter- 
mined major shifts in the sectorial structure of industry and the entire 
economy of the region. 


The correctly chosen strategy for shifting the center of gravity toward 
intense development of the energy-intensive complex and the more rapid de- 
velopment of heavy industry should be complimented also by the development 
of a number of other sectors so as to solve important socioeconomic prob- 
lems for the republic over the long run. 





This applies primarily to the rational use of the rapidly growing labor re- 
sources. The construction of a limited number of large GES and enterprises 
of the nonferrous and chemical industry does not contribute to the effec- 
tive use of labor resources in a majority of the small towns, and hence to 
increasing their economic level. This must be considered in the process of - 
forming the YuT TPK. 


The problem of developing the small Tadzhik towns and the effective employ- 
ment of available labor resources, particularly women, have not been fully 
considered in the long-range studies which have been carried out up to now. 
In this regard it is important to examine the questions of establishing the 
economic effectiveness of locating over the long-range period the head en- 
terprises of a number of industrial sectors (machine building, and so forth) 
in the relatively large population points, and a network of their affili- 
ates in the small towns. 


One of the important problems of today is the rational location of enter- 
prises in the cotto:: cloth and silk industry. With the seeming particular 
and local nature of this problem, upon closer examination it turns out to 
be highly complex and involving a broad range of both economic and social 
questions. Research carried out by the Economics Institute of the Tadzhik 
Academy of Sciences has made it possible to propose the so-called clustered 
placement of cotton cloth enterprises as under the given conditions this 
represents an optimum variation for the development of the corresponding 
elements in the complex with full accord with the overall strategy of its 
formation. The clustered development of cotton cloth enterprises in the 
form of narrowly specialized mills (up to 2,000 workers) will also make it 
possible to solve the acute problem of using female labor resources in the 
small and medium-sized towns. Calculations show the high effectiveness of 
building spinning and weaving mills in nearby towns such as Kurgan-Tyube, 
Kulyabd, Kolkhozabad and Shaartuz, with an average output of 26.8 million m? 
of unprocessed cloth per year with common finishing facilities for all the 
mills in Kurgan-Tyube. This will make it possible to double the output of 
cotton textiles in the republic. 


The construction of new enterprises should be based on the natural possi- 
bilities of the region for producing raw cotton, and this in no degree in- 
volves the problem of further supp)ying cotton fiber to the historically 
developed textile centers of the nation. 


The setting up of clustered associations of the cotton cloth and silk in- 
dustry on the territory of the republic will help to solve the problem of 
the rational employment of the labor and raw material resources in the re- 
public, and will make it possible to obtain a significant national economic 
effect as a result of considering the sectorial, territorial and general 
state interests. 


At the same time this will help to raise the level of integration in the 
YuT TPK. The cotton complex of this zone will be enriched substantially by 
new units processing cotton fiber, and the production chain on this 
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territory will be closed by the corresponding development of the garment 
and local industries. The superstructure of these "floors" within a small 
region will ensure the sequential transition from the raw material to all 
the stages of its processing, up to obtaining the end product. If here we 
succeed gradually in solving the problem of using the waste products (be- 
ginning with the cotton stems and bolls), then here a highly efficient 
intersectorial complex will be created and, in addition, the major social 
problem of involving the female labor resources in social production will 
be significantly resolved. Such a solution will contribute to the socio- 
economic development of the specific towns, to the rationalization of the 
existing settlement system, and to job placement for workers released from 
agriculture as a result of technical progress. Certainly this is possible 
with the broad carrying out of such @ strategy as a whole, and not in just 
the designated group of cotton textile enterprises. 


The institute has proposed and established a number of suggestions related 
to the development of orchard, vineyard and vegetable growing, and these 
proceed from the necessity of quickly turning Tadzhikistan into a major 
national source for supplying these products to other regions of the nation, 
and primarily Siberia and the Far Bast. The decisions of the Fifth Plenum 





extensive program of specialization, integration, and interfarm cooperation, 
and this opens up new opportunities for the further growth of agricultural 
production and a rise in its efficiency. 


The development of the hothouse system is also important. In recent years, 
extensive work has been undertaken to set up a hothouse system and to grow 
early vegetables. At present there is a predominant opinion that it is ad- 
visable to increase the production of hothouse products in Tadzhikistan up 
to an amount making it possible to meet the demand of a number of the nor- 
thern regions of the country, since expenditures on this are significantly 
lower in Tadzhikistan than in the North. However we feel that in solving 
this question we must proceed from the effectiveness of growing vegetables 
on open ground. It is scarcely justifiable to allocate large amounts of 
money, effort and land to hothouse farming in Tadzhikistan if this can be 
organized (even with higher expenditures) in virtually all the regions of 
the nation. The production of the highest quality early (and late, with 
several harvests over the season) vegetables under field conditions is pos- 
sible in a very limited number of regions, and the basic efforts should be 
focused precisely on this. Such a viewpoint probably is still debatable, 
and requires more profound economic calculations not separately for the 
hothouse system, but rather comprehensively for the production of vege- 
tables under hothouse and field conditions. 


On the territory of the YuT TPK the machine building industry is developing 
and undoubtedly will be expanded. The long-term strategy of its develop- 
ment is a particular and specific problem, and this is due, on the one 
hand, to the fact that under the conditions of Tadzhikistan machine build- 
ing is not a specialty area and does not have any bases for becoming such 
even in the long run, and is of the nature of a typical regional-servicing 
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type of production. On the other hand, the machine building industry be- 
longs among the most labor intensive sectors, and this is of enormous sig- 
nificance in the demographic situation of Tadzhikistan which possesses more 
than enough labor resources not only for the present but also for the long 
run, while in many regions of the nation a particularly acute scarcity of 
them is possible as a long-term consequence of the Great Patriotic War. 


In this context it is not only advisable but also essential on the socio- 
economic level to more widely develop machine building and metalworking 
with a transition to a qualitatively new stage, that is, to the creation 

of large machine building centers (chiefly for producing products for the 
needs of the cotton sectors). An interregional comparative analysis of the 
effectiveness of locating such machine building centers shows that here the 
decisive factor is the conditions for the supply of labor resources. With 
such resources generally available, the republic experiences a shortage of 
skilled workers, and this contradiction which has been observed for many 
years should be finally eliminated by carrying out an extensive program 

for training worker personnel from the indigenous population. At the same 
time, the proportional amount of republic machine building enterprises in 
the corresponding Union sectors is insignificant. For this reason, ob- 
viously, the sectorial ministries do not pay proper attention to them. At 
the same time this is in no way a secondary element of the economy, and 
under the conditions of Tadzhikistan it can have a decisive impact upon 
many aspects of the socioeconomic development of the republic economy as a 
whole. 


In the long-range strategy for the formation of the regional economic com- 
plexes of Tadzhikistan, also important is the question of developing tour- 
ism and forms of collective recreation. The long anticipated influx of 
tourists has already partially come and the touristically very attractive 
mountain republic has been overwhelmed by its waves. A good deal of work 
has been done in recent years to receive the large flow of tourists (in- 
cluding foreign ones). Recently the modern Varzob tourist complex was 
built, and this is of national significance and has become a major base for 
active recreation both for the population of the republic as well as for 
tourists from Siberia, the regions of the North and the European USSR. But 
this is just a start, and as yet is a very humble one in comparison with 
the potential opportunities of Tadzhikistan. 


The unique natural conditions, the presence of the highest mountain regions 
in the nation and the valleys which are close to the subtropics, the verti- 
cal natural climatic zonality, the monuments of antiquity and the panoramas 
of modern construction--all of this creates the most favorable prerequi- 
sites for the extensive development of tourism and for providing for the 
most interesting forms of active recreation for the workers of many re- 
gions of the nation. Certainly this is of ao less importance for the ur- 
ban population of this republic which during the summer season endeavors 

to escape from the heat and take their vacation under better climatic con- 
ditions. 
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Not all the questions raised in the given article belong among the major 
problems in the formation of the YuT TPK, but here with reason we also 
have not taken up a whole series of crucial areas related to the develop- 
ment of power, heavy chemistry, nonferrous metallurgy and cotton raising. 
These probleme are being solved, and the ones raised here have remained 
"{n the shadow” not because they are secondary questions but due to the 
not always rational system of managing the complex which has come into be- 
ing. At the same time it is quite obvious that the TPK in the full sense 
of this concept cannot be created by developing only its leading sectors. 
There must be also complementary sectors, an integrated production infra- 
structure, the regional-servicing elements and the entire social complex. 


According to the existing scheme of periodization, the completion of the 
first stage in the formation of the YuT TPK is related to the reaching of 
full capacity at the Nurek GES. A number of problems have arisen over the 
necessity of increasing the level of comprehensive development of the 
economy in Southern Tadzhikistan. In the first place, what projects, with 
the exception of the Nurek GES, the Yavan EKh2 [?electrochemical plant) 
and the aluminum plant in Tursun-Zade, are truly interrelated and are be- 
ing developed in accord with the overall plan for the formation of the 
complex? Secondly, why, with the overall surplus of labor resources, is 
there is chronic shortage of manpower even on the large construction proj- 
ects being built by official directives? This is a paradox which has been 
repeatedly pointed out in the press. These and a number of other questions 
have not been resolved obviously because the future complex exists in de- 
signs and plans not as an integrated organism but merely as a simple total 
of its sectorial elements. 


In several years the second stage will begin in the formation of the YuT 
TPK. This is related to the construction of the Rogunskaya GES. If the 
strategy of this stage is the same as the preceding one, then the actual 
complex will be something quite different than what was conceived of in 
the plans. At present it is important, in our view, to pay more attention 
to the formation of the production and social infrastructure of the TPK, 
and to the development of the sectors which conform most to the particular 
demographic situation of the region as well as the sectors which help to 
raise the level of economic integration. 


For this there must be a unified and scientifically sound scheme for the 
formation of the Southern Tadzhik Complex. At the same time, the scientific 
research and planning bodies have delayed in working this out. The complex 
has been under construction for 10 years now, but still the plan is being 
drawn up according to which a comprehensive scheme will be worked out for 
its formation and development. However, neither the local scientific in- 
stitutions nor even the Council for the Study of the Productive Forces under 
the USSR Gosplan can work out a scheme of the territorial type under the 
conditions of the prevalence of sectorial planning principles. Here direct 
involvement of the USSR Gosplan is required, and not only in the usual role 
of the leader or qualified expert, but also as a direct participant in the 
development which is actually capable of raising the role of territorial 
principles in planning.

Soviet society's political and economic affairs are presently 
evolving under the influence of the decisions of the November 
1979 CPSU Central Committee Plenum, the speeches of Comrade 

L. I. Brezhnev--general secretary of the CPSU Central Committee 
and chairman of the USSR Supreme Soviet Presidium--at the 
Central Committee Plenum and to the voters of Moscow's Bauman 
Electoral District and the CPSU Central Committee's decree on 
"The 110th Anniversary of Vladimir Il'ich Lenin's Birth." The 
elections to the union andautonomous republic Supreme Soviets 
and to the local Soviets of People's Deputies were a vivid 
demonstration of our nation's endless devotion to the party's 
cause. 


The preparations for the 110th anniversary of V. I. Lenin's 
birth--the founder of our party and of the Soviet State-- 
preparations which have unfolded everywhere, were a grand, 
mobilizing factor for our republic's workers and for the entire 
country. There will be an expansion of socialist competition 
in honor of the 40th anniversary of the reinstatement of 

Soviet power in Latvia. 


Obviously, there is no need to cite a large number of figures 
here. I will only say that the targets for the fourth year 
of the five-year plan and for the first two months of this 
year have been fulfilled according to the basic technical and 
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economic indicators in industry. The construction workers 
finished last year with somewhat better results. A great 

deal of work is being conducted in the republic's kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes. Over 52,000 people and 1,700 sections, teams 
and farms have fulfilled their five-year plan targets ahead 

of schedule. The news that Riga, Ventspilekiy Rayon and 28 of 
our work groups were awarded the challenge Red Banners of the 
CPSU Central Committee, the USSR Council of Ministers, the 
AUCCTU and the Komsomol Central Committee based on the results 
of the 1979 National Socialist Competition and that 16 of the 
groups were entered on the National Honor Role at the USSR 
VDNKH evoked a true feeling of joy in each one of the republic's 
workers. 


Comrades! Lik» all the Soviet people, the workers of our 
republic recoguaze very well that the accomplishment of the 
25th Party Congress Plan for future progress toward communism 
depends upon their efforts at work, upon their degree of 
organization and discipline and upon each employee's ability 
to do his job. 





As is well known, the review of letters and statements and 
consultations with workers occupy a significant place in the 
activity of party agencies. The authors of the letters and 
statements are communists and non-party members; while touching 
upon a wide range of national party and governmental issues, 
they share their thoughts and feelings in their letters and 
statements, make businesslike suggestions and criticize current 
mistakes and shortcomings. 


The CPSU Central Committee requires that the letters and com- 
plaints received be systematically analyzed, that the causes 
of the complaints be studied, that the deficiencies uncovered 
be eliminated and that the people allowing red tape and a 
bureaucratic attitude be held accountable. A sensitive attitude 
toward the people's daily wants and needs and a careful 

review of the workers’ letters and statements are inseparable 
features of each supervisor's Leninist work style. Pursuant 
to constitutional requirements, all officials must review con- 
Stituents’ suggestions and statements in a timely manner and 
take necessary steps on then. 


Our party is preserving and developing Lenin's basic principles 
on the job of reviewing the workers’ written and oral requests. 
These principles were creatively developed in the proceedings 
of the 23rd, 24th and 25th CPSU Congresses, in other party 
documents and in speeches by party and government leaders. 


One of the first party-wide documents adopted after the 25th 
Party Congress was the 28 April 1976 CPSU Central Committee 
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decree on "Additional Improvement on Work with the Workers' 
Letters in Light of the Decisions of the 25th CPSU Congress." 


Comrade L. I, Brezhnev's constant attention to this area has 
had a favorable effect on work with letters and on reinforcing 
and developing a Leninist style. Leonid Il'ich recommends 
that a more aggressive, decisive and uncompromising campaign 
be waged against legal infractions, suppression of criticism, 
red tape, a proforma approach and a bureaucratic attitude-- 
against everything that gives rise to the worker's just and 
valid complaints. 


Party, Soviet, labor union and Komsomol organizations, our 
republic's people's control agencies, newspaper and magazine 
editors and radio and television stations are receiving a 
significant number of letters. The establishment of an 
attentive and businesslike attitude toward the workers’ 
letters, oral requests, suggestions, statements and complaints 
and the increase in the people's level of awareness and 
political maturity have had a noticeable effect on the 

mature and subject matter of their requests. The republic's 
party and soviet agencies, newspaper and magazine editors and 
radio and televisicn stations are receiving more letters in 
which the workers promptly respond to the party's major 
decisions and actions in domestic and foreign policy and 

in which they fervently approve the activities of the CPSU 
Central Committee, the Central Committee Politburo and Comrade 
L. I. Brezhnev personally. Many letters contain specific, 
businesslike suggestions, advice and desires to improve manage- 
ment of the economy, culture and education, to improve pro- 
duction efficiency and job performance and to eliminate 
current shortcomings as swiftly as possible. 


With the active support of party committees, new forms of 
interaction between supervisors and workers are being establish- 
ed and workers’ opinions, needs and wants are being studied. 


The republic's party organization has done a lot to improve work 
with workers' letters and to improve the organization of 
personal consultations with constituents. These issues were com- 
prehensively and thoroughly discussed at the Latvian Cv 

Central Committee Bureau, at city and rayon party committee 

bureau plenums and meetings and ut practically all the 

primary party organizations. These discussions convincingly 
demonstrated that communists and the republic's party organi- 
zation es a whole are adopting the party's directives, regula- 
tions and recommendations advanced by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev as 
a guide to action. The primary, positive result of this work 
consists of the fact that party, Soviet and labor union agencies,

people's control agencies and work groups have radically 
changed their attitude toward the workers' letters and 

toward consultations with them. There has been an increase 

in the attention devoted to this area by business supervisors. 


The CPSU Central Committee has given us a great deal of help 
in this area; on two occasions since the 25th Party Congress, 
it has studied the work of the republic's party organization 
with workers’ letters and statements and its job of organizing 
constituent consultations. Pursuant to the CPSU Central 
Committee's recommendations, concrete steps were taken to 
eliminate deficiencies ip this important job. 


There was an additional improvement in the work with workers' 
letters and oral requests directly within the Latvian CP 
Central Committee staff. The issues of additional improvement 
on work with workers’ letters are discussed on a regular 

basis at Central Committee departmental party meetings and 
industrial conferences and at meetings of the Central Committee's 
party committee staff. The Latvian CP Central Committee and 
the republic's party committees have established a uniform 
system of content analysis of letters. It consists of a 
comprehensive, topical analysis of the mail. City and rayon 
party committees report the number and nature of letters 
received and the results of their review to the Central 
Committee on a regular basis. 


The analyses, as well as individual letters and suggestions, 
have been the basis for making important short-term and long- 
range decisions on numerous occasions. 


The Latvian CP Central Committee is steadfastly and persistently 
striving to achieve a situation where this important area is 
boosted to meet contemporary requirements at all levels of 
party, governmental and business management. 


While preparing the issue for today's plenum, we looked at how 
well the activities of a number of party committees, ministries 
and departments, Soviet agencies and public organizations were 
meeting these requirements. An analysis of the information 
collected shows that the careful review and timely implementation 
of suggestions, critical comments and requests expressed by the 
letters and during personal consultations with citizens have 
truly become an area of constant concern for many supervisory 
elements in the capital and in the countryside. 


The political, managerial and leadership work being conducted 
in this area by city and rayon party committees is becoming 
more substantive in content and more diverse in methods. The 
party committee bureaus, secretaries and staffs are now 
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attentively tracking where and how this job ie organized, 
how particular agencies review letters and organize 
consultations with citizens and what the attitude, in 
substance and not form, of officials is toward this work 
which is their direct official duty and a lofty party duty. 
There was a serious, businesslike discussion of this at the 
party committee plenums which were held last year in 
Ventspilskiy, Kuldigskiy, Liyepayskiy, Ludzenskiy, Orgskiy, 
Preyl'skiy, Rezeknenskiy, Rizhekiy, Saldusekiy, Talsinskiy and 
several other rayon party committees, at a meeting of the 
activists of the Balvskiy rayon party organization and at 
party committee bureaus. e 


The Rezeknenskiy City Party Committee's work with the workers’ 
letters and suggestions deserves a positive rating. They 
have also organized personal consultations with citizens 
very well here. The republic's Supreme Soviet Presidium 
and Council of Ministers, the ministries and departments, 
the Councils of People's Deputies and their executive 
committees have improved this work. With the support of 
the party committees, the people's control committees and 
labor union organizations have stepped up their work with 
letters. Information agencies have begun to make more 
active use of the mail they receive. 


In the contemporary environment, everybody knows how much 
the role and importance of the work group are increasing 

in all our economic and socio-political affairs and in 
molding the new man. This makes it mandatory for us to 
organize things so that each work group's administration, 
party, labor union and Komsomol organization genuinely 

know what people's attitudes are, what concerns and worries 
a particular person and what help he needs. And not just 
know this but do everything possible to actually solve 
problems which arise. 


In this area, a lot is being done by the work groups of a 
number of our republic's enterprises, organizations and 
farms. There are a lot of enterprise managers who consider 
actual contact with people as their primary official duty. 
Among them are the general directors of the VEF [expansion 
unknown] and Commutator production associations, Comrades 

O. K. Lenev and L. D. Lubotskiy; the chairmen of the Nakotne 
Kolkhoz in Yelgavskiy Rayon and Red October Kolkhoz in 
Preyl'skiy Rayon, Comrades A. E. Chikste and R. V. Kavinskiy; 
the director of the Liyepayskiy Habadashery Combine, Comrade 
V. A. Nizhnik; and many others. The party committees and 
business managers here take a serious attitude toward the 
workers' statements and toward receiving visitors. As a 
rule, all the problems which arise are solved on the spot. 
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It is not by accident that complaints are rarely received 
by higher headquarters from these collectives. 


It hase become the practice to organize meetings between 
numerous supervisors and workers at enterprises and at 

their place of residence and to conduct common citizenship 
days, evenings of questions and answers and deputies' reports 
to voters. For example, the Commutator production association 
conducted meetings between the collective and the sector minis- 
ter and deputy minister, the chief and supervisory employees 
of the main administration, chairmen of the Riga City 
Executive Committee and the October Rayon Executive Committee 
and the secretaries of the Latvian CP Central Committee, the 
Riga City Committee and the October Rayon Party Committee. 


Today, we can say that overall the republic has established 
a definite system for working with letters and organizing 
consultations with citizens, a system which, as a rule, 
guarantees an objective review and taking the steps required 
on issues raised by the workers' written and oral requests. 


Nevertheless, we do not have reason to be satisfied since 
there are still a lot of shortcomings in this important 
area of party and governmental work. We have not oragnized 
this job everywhere as required by the decisions of the 
25th Party Congress and the subsequent decrees of the CPSU 
Central Committee on these issues. 


Cases are still encountered which testify to the fact that 
certain supervisors do not attach the proper importance to 
work with letters and organizing personal consultations 
with citizens. Not all party organizations have developed 
a taste for analyzing workers' letters. Surveys and 

notes on issues are rarely prepared. There are violations 
of deadlines for reviewing letters and oral requests. We 
must all constantly bear in mind that the workers' letters 
and the citizens' oral requests are not only a sensitive 
barometer of public opinion for us but also a very valuable 
source of information on the state of affairs in all areas 
of economic and cultural affairs and in all areas of party, 
Soviet and business activities; on what goals are being 
successfully accomplished and what has not yet turned out 
for us; and on how well our personnel are working and how 
well they are meeting contemporary requirements. If we want 
to manage successfully, if we want to exercise proper 
leadership over all aspects of life and if we want to re- 
act sensitively to the majority 's mood and needs, we must 
make maximum use of all this very valuable information. 
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What does an analysis of the workers' letters and oral 
requests show? First, it shows the problems which require 
special attention and timely reaction. Second, it not only 
indicates these problems but also makes it possible to 

look at them from the inside and gain a better understanding 
of the Soviet people's needs and wants. Finally, third, an 
analysis shows how these problems are being solved. If you 
like, it provid-s an evaluation of the activities of our 
personnel and it describes their workstyle. All of this makes 
it possible to conclude that it is not only necessary to 
analyze the information but it is also necessary to more 
aggressively eliminate the causes in your practical work, 
causes which may give rise to workers' complaints. 


There are a lot of problems and issues which workers address 

to the republic's party and Soviet agencies. They include 

poor work organization, lack of appropriate manager“’.l and 
leadership activities, individual supervisors' irresponsible 
attitude toward their duties and many others. The problem of 
people's everyday needs, of improving housing conditions, 
occupies an important place among the workers' written and 

oral requests. There are reasons for this. These reasons 
primarily consist of the fact that our resources for satisfying 
the people's continually growing requirements for well-equipped 
housing are limited although we are building a lot. Just 

during the past four years of the lOth Five-Year Plan, the 
republic expended over 500 million rubles on residential 
construction; dwellings were built with over 4.2 million square 
meters of useful space or 4 times more than were built over 

a 20 year period in bourgeoise Latvia. Approximately 30 percent 
of all residential construction goes to the republic's capital-- 
Riga. For the republic as a whole, approximately 100,000 people 
improved their housing conditions during the year. This is 
vivid testimony as to how the party and government's broad 
program for improving the workers' housing conditions is being 
consistently implemented. 


Here is what Alschma Kasareva, a weaver at the Liyepayskiy 
Haberdashery Combine, wrote about this to the editors of 
SOVETSKAYA LATVIYA; her four-member family recently obtained 

a new apartment: "...When we first entered the apartment, 

we were overcome with joy. And how! Three rooms and all the 
conveniences: a bath, a spacious kitchen, gas, central heating. 
This apartment probably cost the government a lot. Today, our 
working family sends a big thank you to our Soviet authorities 
for their concern about the common man." A lot of letters like 
this are received. 
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However, the problem of improving housing conditions is 
eatill acute; it is one of our most difficult problems and 
party, Soviet and labor union agencies and ministry and 
departmental supervisors and enterprise and organizational 
managers must continually focus on a solution to it. 


Along with the objective reasons for this problem, there 

are also subjective ones. Today, we must frankly state 

that we have not done everything to improve housing conditions 
for as many people as possible during the past years of the 
10th Five-Year Plan. The housing construction plan for the 
republic as a whole has not been fulfilled during the last 
four years. For this reason alone, there was a shortfall of 
over 260,000 square meters of available living space according 
to all financial sources. What does this figure mean? It 
means that over 4,000 families would have received new, 
well-equipped apartments. 


There was an unfavorable situation in fulfilling the housing 
construction plan in Riga where almost 100,000 square meters 
of housing were not built during the s.uted period. Asa 
result, there was a shortfall in fulfilling the plans for 
moving citizens from baracks to well-equipped houses. This 
Situation gave rise to valid appeals by the workers to party 
and Soviet agencies. In December 1978, the Latvian CP Central 
Committee Bureau conducted a detailed analysis of workers' 
letters on housing problems and it instructed the republic's 
Council of Ministers to develop concrete steps to solve the 
housing problem in Riga. Pursuant to the Latvian CP Central 
Committee Bureau's instructions, the republic's Council of 
Ministers adopted a special decree which established a 

number of concrete measures. Definite work has teen done 

to implement this decree; as a result, the Riga City Executive 
Committee acquired the complete amount of resources allocated 
for housing construction in 1979. 











However, it should be pointed out that Gosplan, the republic's 
Construction Ministry and the Riga City Executive Committee 
have not taken all the necessary steps to increase the volume 

of housing construction in the city; as a result of this, the 
smooth flow of commissioning housing is still being interrupted. 
The republic's Construction Ministry has not carried out the 
government's instructions to establish a single construction 
organization for earth-moving operations and foundation work, 


Evidently, the Council of Ministers should return to its decree 
and ensure that it is fulfilled while the Latvian CP Central 
Committee construction and city management departments should 
tighten up their supervision of the performance of these measures. 
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City committees, rayon party committees, city executive com- 
mittees and rayon executive committees must put the construction 
of housing, social facilities and cultural facilities under 
thelr daily supervision. The plan for commissioning these 
facilities must be fulfilled in 1980 without fail. 


However, an increase in the scale of housing construction alone 
ie not enough. It is necessary to have good construction so 
that it is not necessary to correct the construction workers' 
defects after dwellings are turned over for use. Because, as 
is well known, such defects frequently darken the joy of moving 
to a new apartment and they give rise to complaints. The 
correction of construction defects after dwellings are filled 
also incurs the expenditure of significant material resources. 
For example, to eliminate new construction defects for the 

city of Riga alone, over 300,000 rubles are expended on an 
annual basis out of the money allocated for capital repairs 

and daily maintenance of the local Soviets" available housing. 
The money intended for repairs of old housing has to be spent 
on new dwellings which are still not habitable as they should 
be. 


A significant number of letters and oral requests are caused by 
the unsatisfactory performance of certain apartment management 
agencies and city management services and by deficiencies in 
repairing and improving housing. Of the 1,500 statements 
received last year by the Riga City Executive Committee's 
Housing Administration, one-fifth were directly related to 
problems with housing repairs. There were a lot of complaints 
about the inordinately long deadlines and poor quality of 
repairs. 


There are serious deficiencies--deficiencies which cause a lot 
of complaints--in preparing city and rayon public utilities 
for winter operations. In spite of the fact that the Latvian 
CP Central Committee and the republic's Council of Ministers 
have on numerous occasions directed the attention of ministry 
and departmental supervisors and party, Soviet and business 
managers to the requirement for supplying the national economy 
and populace with fuel, electricity and heat in a timely 
manner during the 1979-80 fall and winter, the necessary steps 
have nevertheless not been taken in various localities. This 
is testified to by complaints which report difficulties due to 
the shortcomings in organizing the supply and sale of fuel to 
consumers and in supplying heat for dwellings. The rayon 
sections of the Siltums Heat Mains Enterprise alone has 
received 5,000 complaints like this. This is becoming a 
chronic illness for us. Central Committee departments, Soviet 
agencies, the Public Utilities Ministry (Comrade I. P. Berzin)

and the Main Administration for Petroleum, Petroleum 
Products and Heat Supply and Marketing (Comrade V,. P. 
Dyatchin) must direct their most serious attention to 
the just complaints of workers in Riga and several of 
the republic's other cities and rayone. 


There are etill violatione of the established procedures 
of accounting for anc allocating housing in the 
countryeide. The Latvian CP Central Committee has on 
numerous occasions directed the attention of party, 

Soviet and business managers to this. However, in 

spite of the Central Committee's precise, clear directives 
on thie issue, not all managers have drawn the necessary 
conclusions. 


It etill frequently happens that the extreme claims of 
certain individuals are satisfied while completely 

valid requeste of others are ignored at the same time. 

Cases of a proforma approach and calousness are also 
encountered. To our great consternation, we still encounter 
a thoughtless, and at times openly callous, attitude 

toward requests from disabled veterans and veterans of 

the Great Patriotic War and the dependents of servicemen 
killed in action. 





The letters and requests from labor veterans and disabled 
veterans should be under the personal supervision of the 
managers of party committees and executive committees of 

the local soviets. In the recently adopted decree on 
"Additional Steps to Improve Economic and Living Conditions 
for Veterans of the Great Patriotic War," the CPSU Central 
Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers redirected 

the attention of party and Soviet agencies to the requirement 
for a sensitive and thoughtful attitude toward them. 


Among the written and oral statements, there are a lot of 
requests about enrolling children in preschool facilities. 
Since the beginning of the five-year plan, new kindergartens 
and nurseries have been built in the republic for 20,000 
children. At present, preschool facilities are taking care 
of over 110,000 children. However, a large number of the 
statements in this area testify to the fact that the acute 
nature of this problem still exists. Moreover, the plan 

for putting preschool facilities into operation is not being 
fulfilled. This issue is of special importance to our 
republic due to the limited resources for drawing manpower 
into the national economy. Therefore, city committees and 
rayon party committees, city and rayon Councils of People's 
Deputies, the Council of Ministers and the republic's Council 
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of Labor Unions must take additional steps to develop the 
network of preschool facilities and to guarantee the commission- 
ing of all the facilities planned on an annual basis. 


An analysis of the workers’ written and oral requests also shows 
that we etill have a lot of deficiencies in consumer services 
and marketing. Based on the workers’ letters, violations 

of soviet marketing rules, embezzlement and thefte are 
frequently exposed. 


Comrades! 


Consultations with citizens on personal problems occupy an 
important place in the activity of party, Soviet, labor union 
and business agencies. The CPSU Central Committee demands 
that managers constantly improve the organization of personal 
consultations for workers. Consultations with citizens are 
not departmental or governmental matters but social ones, 

In order to make this attitude toward visitors a rule, constant 
supervision is required over the organization of consultations 
for workers. This supervision must primarily be accomplished 
by city committees and rayon party committees, the executive 
committees of the Councils of People's Deputies and their 
standing committees and deputies. The republic has conducted 
a significant amount of managerial activities to carry out the 
1979 CPSU Central Committee decree on "Additional Improvement 
in Consultations with Citizens at Party, Soviet and Other 
Organizations." To implement this decree, the majority of 
party, Soviet and business agencies have correctly solved 

the organizational problems connected with consultations 

for workers; they have established days and times for receiving 
citizens, they have set aside and equipped special facilities 
for this purpose and they establish duties for officials. 

Riga and a number of the republic's other cities and rayons 
established common days for consultations with citizens. 


An interesting initiative sprang up during the last election 
campaign in Daugavpils, in the residential neighborhood of 

the Artificial Fiber Plant imeni Lenin's Komsomol. An "Open 
Letter Hour” was eld here. Members of the volunteer council 
working with people at their place of residence collected 
problems of interest to citizens ahead of time: on the develop- 
ment of marketing, transportation, public utilities and others. 
On the designated day, city council officials met with neighbor- 
hood residents and told them in detail what was being planned 

in the immediate future to improve residents’ living conditions. 
The Daugavpils Party City Committee Bureau approved this 
initiative undertaken by the artifical fiber plant's neighborhood 
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council working with people at their place of residence, 

by the city executive committee and by the editors of KRASNOYE 
ZNAMYA end it recommended that primary party organizations 

and bueiness managers uee thie kind of work with people to 
improve their information on the development of city management, 
neighborhoods and work collectives, 


In Riga's October Rayon, managerial personnel of party, 
Soviet and business agencies regularly conduct consultations 
with blue and white collar workers directly at enterprises 
and organizations. In addition, once a quarter, rayon 
executive committee supervisory employees meet with residents 
of individual neighborhoods. 


The consultations between citizens and supervisors of the 
Latvian SSR Ministry of Public Health deserve a positive 
evaluation; ministry supervisory employees conduct out-of-town 
meetings with residents of the republic's cities and rayons. 
After the meeting with residents, the minister, Comrade V. V. 
Kanep, and his deputies hold personal consultations with 
citizens. People are informed of the days and times for 

the meetings and consultations ahead of time. The resulte 

of all the meetings with residents are analyzed and synthesized. 
The results are recorded and the information obtained is 
subsequently used to solve short-range and long-range probleme. 


Comrade V. Ya. Birkenfel'd, minister of the republic's wood- 
working industry, held consultations with employees on their 
personal problems directly at the Riga Furniture Production 
Association. The Riga Experimental Industrial Equipment 

Plant's party committee and administration take a sensitive, 
thoughtful approach to the blue and white collar workere' 
written and oral requests. All problems raised by the workers 
during individual consultations are resolved in a timely manner. 
For this reason, it is completely natural that there are, as 

a rule, no repeat complaints at this plant. 


There is also a lot that is positive in the work of a number 
of other ministries and departments, party and Soviet agencies, 
enterprises, inetitutions and public organizations. 


However, unfortunately, things are not going this well every- 
where. High-level party and governmental agencies are receiving 
oral and written complaints to the effect that it is very 
difficult to get a personal consultation with certain super- 
visory personnel. This was specifically pointed out to the 
executives of the Riga City Executive Committee during the 
Latvian SSR Council of Ministers review of the issue on "The 
Organization of Consultations with Citizens at the Riga City 
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Council of People's Deputies Executive Committee and at 
Subordinate Organizations” in January of this year. They 
had not set up a visitors reception room or designated an 
official responsible for organizing consultations with 
citizens. A similar eituation also existe in certain other 
executive committees, 


Ie it necessary to state that nothing justifies this kind of 
an attitude. No matter what need brings people to the 

doors of an official office--a work suggestion, concern for 
the fate of a comrade or an illegal refusal for housing-- 
they must be listened to in a thoughtful and kind manner. 


City committees, rayon party committees and local soviet 
executive committees should establish common days for 
consultations with citizens within each city and rayon. 
On these days, meetings, conferences and large-scale 
events are not permitted, thereby making it possible for 
supervisors and specialists to consult with people on 
individual problems. 


It is necessary to continually improve the traditional 
and find new ways for organizing consultations with 
workers both within production groups and at their place 
of residence. It is necessary to determine the most con- 
venient time to receive people everywhere, set aside and 
equip facilities in the appropriate manner and regularly 
make up and post for everybody to see schedules for 
consultations with visitors while accurately indicating 
the days and times for consultations and the names and 
positions of the supervisors holding consultations. 


It is necessary to assign this job to competent employees 

who are able to correctly and efficiently solve the 

problems raised by workers and provide qualified explanations 
and well-reasoned answers. 


We all know that the verification of information received 
from workers requires a lot of effort and a great deal of 
attention and party conscientiousness on the part of party 
and Soviet staff personnel. It is only on the basis of 

an in-depth verification that it is possible to make the 
proper decision, eliminate deficiencies and correct the 
situation. Conversely, where the required verification is 
not conducted, the very idea of working with letters totally 
loses its effectiveness. 


For example, this is testified to by the 15 February report 
published in the newspaper TSINYA; it told about the super- 
ficial approach taken during the verification of a 
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collective letter from the Tsesiskiy Public Construction 
Trust of the republic's Construction Ministry. The letter 
talked about violations of the generally accepted procedures 
for allocating housing. The reply, signed by Deputy Minister 
A. I. Simylov, stated that these cases were not corroborated, 
Meanwhile, the rayon party committee acknowledged that the 
facts were correct and it brought party proceedings against 
the trust managers. 


Sometimes, complaints arise as a result of violations of 
citizens’ rights by officials. Thus, there continues to 

be a high percentage of oral and written complaints on 

labor disputes. Cases of gross violations of labor legis- 
lation do not always receive a principled study by party 

and labor union agencies. It should be mentioned that 

the number of suits--to return blue and white collar employees 
to their jobs--reaching trial have been on the decline 
throughout the republic as a whole during recent years. 

This is good. However, we cannot reconcile ourselves to 

a single violation of the socialist rule of law and we are 
Obligated to exact strict penalties for violations. 

According to the law, officials guilty of discharging 

or transferring an individual in obvious violation of the law 
are financially liable for the losses incurred by the 
organization in paying the discharged employee's salary 

for his forced absence. But, this is still not being done 
all the time. 


During 1979, based on the results of verifying letters, the 
Latvian CP Central Committee Bureau, city committee bureaus 
and rayon party committee bureaus reviewed the problems of 
violations of civil service regulations, abuses of official 
positions and others; party proceedings were brought against 
specific, guilty parties for these violations. 


Thus, the decrees adopted by the Riga City Party Committee 
Bureau based on the results of verified letters strictly 
punished a number of communist managers for such misdemeanors 
as violations of standard financial procedures, unbecoming 
private conduct, violations of party ethics and suppression 
of criticism. 


It should be especially emphasited that officials who react 
improperly to criticism should face very strict party and 
administrative proceedings, right up to their removal from 
supervisory positions and expulsion from the party. This 
is what is recorded in the USSR Constitution and this is what 
the party Central Committee requires. 
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There are still cases of a superficial review of letters; 

this frequently leade to follow-up complaints by the 

authors to party and Soviet agencies, The results of the 
review of letters on the most critical probleme are not always 
brought to the notice of worker collectives or a wide range 

of workers. As a result, there are frequently follow-up 
complainte to high-level party and governmental agencies. 


We have etill not gotten rid of the cases where promises 
made in anewere to citizene' letters are not carried out; 
thie aleo causes follow-up letters. 


This means that officials of ministries, departments and 
executive committees of local Councils of People's deputies 
and labor union executives should strictly abide by the 
following rule: before making a particular promise to 
citizens about their letters, thoroughly analyze the 
possibility of carrying it out within the established 
deadline. Officials who permit a bureaucratic attitude 

and red tape in carrying out their promises must be held 
strictly accountable. 


The CPSU Central Committee has set the goal of widely recruiting 
party aud Soviet activists and employees of public organizations 
and people's control organizations to work with the workers’ 
letters, suggestions and critical comments. 


It is necessary to admit that we are still not using all avail- 
able resources for additional improvement in the work with 

the workers’ letters and oral requests. The departments of 

the Latvian CP Central Committee are still not always well 
enough informed about the status of reviews of letters in 
subordinate organizations; they are not conducting a continuing, 
in-depth analysis of the suggestions, critical comments and 
complaints contained in these letters; and they rarely submit 
notes on their content analysis for review by the Central 
Committee secretariat and bureau. Therefore, some of the 
important problems raised in the workers' letters and statements 
are not always reflected in our party documents. 


It is important to establish very strict supervision over the 
progress of letters, the quality of their review and truly 
complete answers to the authors. Moreover, critical problems 
raised in the letters cannot be circumvented. It is necessary 
to see to it that people leave party organizations and Soviet 
and business agencies satisfied. Even when the problem has not 
been solved, it is necessary to do everything possible so that 
people have a clear understanding of why the problem they have 
raised cannot be solved today. In accordance with the instruc- 
tions of the CPSU Central Committee, it is necessary to improve 
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the practice of discussing the work with letters and consul- 
tations with workers at party committee plenum meetings, 
party committee bureau meetings, party meetings, meetings 

of the executive committees of local soviets, labor union 
organization meetings and people's control agency meetings. 


We muet eignificantly increase the role and importance of 
mass propaganda and newe media in these areas and regularly 
publish readere' letters and reports and resulte of verifying 
these critical signale. We must systematically discuss the 
positive experience of working with workers’ letters and 

Oral requests. 


Comrades! We recently held elections to the Latvian SSR 
Supreme Soviet and to the republic's local Soviets of 
People's Deputies. During the election appearances by 
candidates for the offices of deputy, by party, soviet 

and business managers, by reporters, lecturers, political 
information specialists and public information specialists, 
che workers expressed a lot of businesslike comments, 
suggestions and their desires on major issues of economic 
and cultural policy related to the accomplishment of the 
decisions of the November 1979 CPSU Central Committee 
Plenum and they asked a lot of diverse questions. Now, 

it is necessary to make complete, effective use of this 
type of feedback from the masses, synthesize and systematize 
the suggestions recéiveti and organize effective steps to 
be taken on them. Not a single comment should go without 
attention; not a single problem should go without an 
exhaustive answer. It is necessary to gurantee that all 
the voters' mandates have been taken into consideration 
and steps are efficiently taken on them so that the voters 
will systematically receive information on the accomplish- 
ment of them. 


Party committees must strictly see to it that all govern- 
mental agencies and officials handle the deputies’ sugges- 
tions in a businesslike manner and provide the people's 
elected representatives with comprehensive support in 
carrying out the voters’ suggestions and mandates. 


The work with the workers’ letters and the organization of 
consultations with citizens are important aspects of

STUDY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT PRIORITIES IN UZBEK SSR

[Text] In the solution of current and long-range socio-economic tasks which 
are facing Uzbekistan, an important place belongs to industry which is called 
upon to ensure an expansion in the republic's contribution to union-wide pro- 
duction and, in economically expedient measure, to satisfy intrarayon needs 
for the means of production and consumer goods. This leads to the necessity, 
as was pointed out by the 25th CPSU Congress, "to improve industry's struc- 
ture and to increase in overall volume of production the share of the branch- 
es which determine technical progress to the greatest degree--machine build- 
ing, the chemical and petrochemical industries, and electric power engineer- 
ing" ("Materialy XXV s"yezda KPSS" [Materials of the 25th CPSU Congress]. 
Moscow, Politizdat, 1976, p 175). 


Uzbekistan's industry is now a highly organized and comprehensively developed 
branch of the national economy. One of its regional features is the close 

tie with agriculture which is expressed in providing it with the means of 
production (machine building and the chemical industry) and the processing 

of agricultural raw materials (cotton ginning, textile, butter and fats, canning, 
and others). More than 75 percent of the volume of industrial production 
produced in the republic belongs to the branches which interact with agricul- 
ture. At the same time, a number of industrial complexes having union-wide 
significance have been formed in Uzbekistan. 


The foundation of Uzbekistan's economy consists of the branches of heavy in- 
dustry~-the relative share of their production exceeds 41 percent of the 
volume of industrial production. 


An important role in the technical reequipping is performed by the machine- 
building industry which is creating conditions for the acceleration of tech- 
nical progress in the national economy. This branch produces machines and 
mechanisms for cotton-growing and the cotton ginning industry as well as 
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spinning machines, electrical bridge cranes, excavators, transformers, cable 
and electrical engineering articles, and instruments and means of automation 
which are supplied to a number of economic regions of the country and for 
export. 


The nonferrous metallurgy complex has great union-wide significance. On the 
basis of nonferrous metal ores which have been prospected in our republic, a 
number of mining and smelting industry enterprises have been created which 

ensure an increase in the output of concentrates, the smelting of copper and 
its rolling, refractory and heat-resistant alloys, zinc, gold, and so forth. 


The fuel-energy complex of Uzbekistan supplies gas to the industrial centers 
of the Urals, the European part of the country, and neighboring republics-- 
Tadzhikistan, Kirgizia, and Kazakhstan. The commercial development of the 
gas deposits created conditions fo. the construction of big thermal electric 
power plants in our republic which permitted increasing the production of 
electric power almost three-fold during the period from 1966 through 1975 and 
increasing the share of thermal power plants in its overall generation to 92 
percent. Natural gas is widely used as an effective technological raw 
material for the production of fertilizer, synthetic resins, toxic chemicals, 
defoliants, and so forth. 


Along with branches with union-wide production specialization, a number of 
branches have been created in our republic which satisfy its internal re- 
quirement for the means of production and consumer goods, in particular, corm 
struction materials and the metal-working, light, and food industries. 


The emergence of new industrial branches and the outstripping rates of their 
development led to a substantial change in the structure of all industry of the 
Uzbek SSR. As a result, more than 82 percent of the fixed capital and more 

than 61 percent of the industrial-production personnel are now the share of 

the heavy industry branches. 


The high rates in the generation of electric power became the decisive con- 

dition for increasing the effectiveness of public production since the power- 
worker ratio increased and the use of electric power for technological needs 

increased substantially. 


Development of the chemical industry and progressive changes in its intra- 
branch structure permitted increasing sharply the production of concentrated 
and complete fertilizer as well as synthetic and other materials, which led 
to a rise in the level of chemization in various branches of the national 
economy. 


The significant and continuously increasing volumes of capital investment 
furthered the outstripping rates of development of the construction materials 
industry whose volume of production increased by 73 percent in the Eighth 
Five-Year Plan and by 55 percent in the Ninth Five-Year Plan. 
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In solving the problemsof raising the population's standard of living and of 
drawing labor resources into production, an important role belongs to the 
light and food industries for whose further development our republic has 
considerable resources in agricultural raw materials and a number of syn- 
thetic materials which are being generated by the chemical industry as well 
as labor resources in small and middle-size cities. The share of these 
branches as part of all of Uzbekistan's industry comprises 58 percent of the 
volume of gross production, almost 40 percent of the industrial-production 
personnel , and more than 17 percent of fixed production capital. The light 
and food industries in the republic now represent more than 20 subbranches, 
the leading place among which belongs to the cotton ginning, textile, butter 
and fat, and canning industries. 


The level of development of industry and its key branches which was attained 
during preceding five-year plans had a profound influence on the economy of 
Uzbekistan. The technical reequipping of agriculture and its intensification 
were ensured and conditions were created for the development of large land 
tracts and their placement into economic circulation. As a result of this, 
the production of cotton and other farming and animal husbandry products 

grew significantly and the economy of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes was streng- 
thened. Uzbekistan's role in the union-wide division of labor in accordance 
with production of the means of production grew and was more clearly defined 
while interrayon production and economic ties of the republic's industry 
expanded and grew stronger. 


The acceleration of scientific-technical progress and improvement in the sys- 
tem for control and organization of production ensured the strengthening of 
the role of intensive factors in the growth of industrial production, in 
particular the productivity of labor, and led to the more complete utiliza- 
tion of the production apparatus and material resources. Careful considera- 
tion of labor resources and natural-economic conditions contributed to the 
improvement in placing industry over the republic's territory and its struc- 
ture in the oblasts. 


However, along with the tremendous successes which Uzbekistan's industry at- 
tained, there are a number of unresolved problems in this sphere of the na- 
tional economy. The following are included among the most important of them: 


--the .olume of production and product list of the machines and mechanisms 
which are produced in our republic are still insufficient to complete the in- 
tegrated mechanization of cotton growing, the implementation of plans for 
land improvement work, the mechanization of the processes for raising fruits 
and vegetables, the initial processing of agricultural raw materials, and for 
the development of agriculture in mountain, piedmont, and desert zones; 


-~the production of certain types of mineral fertilizer, poisonous chemicals, 
plant growth stimulators, and herbicides does not yet satisfy the agricultur- 
ai requirements of Uzbekistan and the areas of the other Central Asian repub- 
lics and southern Kazakhstan which gravitate toward it for volume,composition, 
and quality; 
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-=-because of low capacities the cotton ginning mills and canneries, wineries, 
silk-winding factories, and similar enterprises do not ensure the timely 
processing of the corresponding types of agricultural raw materials, leading 
to the necessity to transport them over excessively long distances and some- 
times leading to the direct spoilage of the raw materials; 


--up till now the production of construction materials, including even their 
simplest types (brick, lime, plaster of Paris, sand, gravel, and so forth), 
is a bottleneck which is holding back the accomplishment of the capital con- 
struction program and the steady buildup of fixed capi.al; 


--the per capita production of electric power lags behind the mean-union 
level. With the considerable volumes of gas production in the republic, its 
own requirement for it is not met while less coal than required is mined; 


-~-with considerable raw material resources for the production of consumer 
goods--cotton and silk fabrics, footwear, knitted goods, canned foods, furni- 
ture, and so forth--their per capita manufacture in the republic is consider- 
ably less than the average for the USSR. As a result, the intrarayon require- 
ment for articles in mass demand remains unsatisfied, requiring their impor- 
tation in considerable quantity from other regions of the country. 


Problems of the development and improvement of the structure for industrial 
production are constantly at the center of attention of Uzbekistan's 

party, planning, and economic organs. In the Tenth Five-Year Plan the re- 
public's industry faces such important tasks as a sharp increase in the ef- 
fectiveness of production and the quality of products based on the introduc- 
tion of the attainments of scientific and technical progress and the improve- 
ment of the organization of labor and production; the further development of 
branches of union specialization and an increase in deliveries of industrial 
products having unlon-wide significance; an increase in the rates of pro- 
duction of consumer goods through the more complete use of the raw material 
base, production capacities, and labor resources; and an improvement in the 
territorial placement of industrial enterprises, especially through medium 
anc small cities, which will create conditions for the stable industrial de- 
velopment of the Karakalpakskaya ASSR and all oblasts of the Uzbek SSR. 


in accordance with these tasks, the Tenth Five-Year Plan envisions an in- 
crease in the proportion of heavy industry, primarily the branches which en- 
sure technical pregress in the national economy--electric power, ferrous and 
nonferrous metallurgy, and the chemical and machine-building industries. At 
the same time, higher rates of development and improvement in the intra- 
branch structure of light industry are contemplated. With an overall growth 
in the production of industrial products of 36.1 percent in Uzbekistan, the 
output of consumer goods is increasing by 47.6 percent. High rates of pro- 
duction of various types of finished articles have also been defined at en- 
terprises of the light and food industries. The volume of finished produc- 
tion in light industry during the Tenth Five-Year Plan will increase by 44.5 
percent with an overall growth in production for the branch (including the 
cotton ginning industry) of 29.5 percent. As a result, the proportion of 
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production of congumer goods in the overall volume of light industry output 
ta increasing from 39,2 percent in 1975 to 45.5 percent in 1980. The output 
of cotton fabrics in the current five-year plan will increase 1.7 times, of 
silk fabrics--1.4 times, and of knitted goods for household articles, under- 
wear, and sewn articles-~1.5 times. The per capita increase in the produc- 
tion of light industry products will be: for fabrics--40 percent, knitted 
and sewn articles--32 and 28 percent respectively, and footwear--1l percent. 


Determination of prospects for the development of industry and improvement of 
its structure are now acquiring special significance in connection with the 
growth in the scales of our economy and the unprecedented acceleration of 
scientific and technical progress, the carrier of which is primarily industry. 
The decree of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers, 
"On improving planning and intensifying the influence of the economic mechan- 
lem on increasing the effectiveness of production and the quality of work," 
plans a system of measures which are directed toward the further improvement 
of all planning work to attain high final national economic results. The 
path co this is the efficient combination of branch and territorial planning 
and long-term and current plans and the correct determination of priorities 
in the development of branches and economic regions. 


Proceeding from the fact that in economic planning one should take into con- 
sideration the interests of individual regions and, in the final analysis, 
of the entire country as well as of individual republics, for Uzbekistan the 
increasing requirement for industry's production as well as the raw material 
and labor capabilities which the republic has available became the initial 
propositions in working out a forecast of its development. The effective 
combination of these factors is determined by the basic trends in increasing 
our republic's industrial potential as part of the Central Asia economic re- 
gion and the eastern regions of the country. This requires higher rates of 
industrial development in Uzbekistan than for the USSR as a whole, envi- 
sioning the better use of new productive capital which has already been cre- 
ated and put into operation and a growth in the productivity of labor. 


High rates of development of Uzbekistan's industry should be accompanied by 
a systematic improvement in the structure of industrial production and the 
accelerated training of cadres of qualified workers as well as specialists 
of the middle and highest echelons. 


The most important factors which determine the directions and scales of fur- 
ther industrial development of our republic are the high rates of growth of 
its population and, accordingly, the steady provision of labor resources. 
This requires a considerable increase in production on the one hand and the 
creation of the necessary number of work sites on the other, primarily inthe 
branches which guarantee the greatest employment of the able-bodied popula- 
tion. Therefore, it is expedient to develop in the republic's industry the 
labor intensive branches first of ali, that is, those in which more work 
sites (number of employed) are created per million rubles of capital invest- 
ment (fixed capital).

Industrial production facilities which create the necessary integration in 
the national economy, in other words, which satisfy the intrarepublic re- 
quirements for the means of production and consumer goods, will have to de- 
velop independent of the factor of labor intensity. They include the fuel- 
energy branch, machine building (in particular, that connected with cotton 
growing), the production of mineral fertilizer, construction materials, con- 
sumer goods, and food, branches for the initial processing of agricultural 
raw materials, and so forth. It is expedient to orient the resource branches, 
which operate primarily on local raw materials, on the labor intensity fac- 
tor. Nonferrous metallurgy, the textile, canning, electrical engineering, 
electronies, and radio technical industries, instrument building, and other 
branches can develop much more correctly and effectively from this position. 


In light of what has been said, just what tasks can be defined for Uzbekistan 
for the future, considering that solution of the problem of attaining a more 
improved structure of industry will require several five-year plans rather 
than one? In our opinion, these tasks are reduced primarily to the creation 
of big all-union bases for machine building, nonferrous metallurgy, and the 
textile and fruit processing industries in the republic as branch complexes 
for production specialization which ensure a high level of utilization 

of labor, natural resources and agricultural raw materials and the delivery 

of the corresponding products to the all-union fund. 


As parts of Uzbekistan's branches of industry, from the viewpoint of the pos- 
sibility of the greatest involvement of labor resources,a prominent place un- 
questionably will belong to machine building and metal working and light, 
food, and the construction-materials industries. Therefore, the intra- 
branch structure should be improved primarily in them. This will permit de- 
veloping those subbranches and production facilities, along with an increase 
in the output of products having union-wide specialization, which will help 
in the more complete ensuring of the national economy's integration in our 
republic. 


The indicated preconditions lead to the conclusion that it is expedient to 
conduct the improvement of the structure in the /machine-building industry/ 
in the following directions: 


~-creation of a complex of machines and mechanisms for use in piedmont and 
mountain regions to mechanize the processes of cultivating grain and garden- 
vinyard crops as well asthe procurement of fodder and hay there; 


~-organization of the production of a complex of machines to clean the intra- 
farm irrigation and land improvement systems and the main canals as well as 
assemblies for watering by sprinkling; 


-~production of a number of machines to mechanize processes in warehouse and 
elevator facilities; 
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~-organization of the production of mobile canneriles for the initial process~- 
ing of vegetables and fruicte directly on the farms with their subsequent com- 
pletion at specialized canneries; 


--creation of enterprises for the production of parts and assemblies in co-~ 
operation with big machine-building plants having union subordination and 
which are located in our republic and the country's big cities where a short~- 
age of labor resources is experienced; 


~-a considerable increase in the capacities of centre'ized interbranch pro- 
duction facilities in machine building--foundry, forging and pressing, hard- 
ware, and so forth. 


It is also important to accelerate the putting 1. to series production of 
those machines which have been developed by the design offices of Uzbekistan's 
branch sclentific research organizations and are being manufactured in single 
coples for the present. For this, their production should be placed at 
plants which are subordinate to the Ministries of Tractor and Agricultural, 
Road Constriftttion, and Lifting-Transportation Machine Building, and other 
enterprises of our republic regardless of the product list of articles estab- 
lished for them, In turn, expansion of the list of machines and mechanisms 
will require the creation of mini-rolling mills for the output of small and 
medium solid rolled shapes of finished slabs which can be obtained from the 
metallurgical enterprises of Siberia and Kazakhstan. 


From the moment of its emergence, Uzbekistan's /chemical industry/ 

developed primarily for aspecific purpose, and namely, to provide cot- 
ton growing and other branches of agriculture with mineral fertilizer. In 
this connection, as part of the chemical production produced by the republic 
the share of chemical fibers, plastics, resins, varnishes, and paint is only 
21 percent. Such a structure led to a situation where of 650 group designa- 
tions of chemical and industrial rubber products required by Uzbekistan 
about 600 designations are shipped in from other regions of the country. 


According to data of Gossnab of the Uzbek SSR, the total tonnage of chemical 
products shipped into the republic reached almost 2 million tons in 1977, for 
which up to 38,00-40,000 railroad cars, flatcars, and tank cars are used and 
the expenditures connected with them comprise 15-18 million rubles annually. 
Under these conditions, the republic's requirement for chemical products is 
far from completely satisfied and this is holding back first chemicalization in 
a number of branches of the national economy, and second--expansion of the 
output of production and technical products as well as consumer goods whose 
production is based on the processing of chemical raw materials. 


The presence of various raw material resources and Uzbekistan's continuously 
increasing requirement for chemical products are creating the preconditions 
for the integrated development of the chemical industry in its interconnec- 
tion with associated branches. This dictates the following long-term direc- 
tions for improving its structure: 
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--production of nitrogen and phosphorous fertilizer should be converted to 
the production of complete concentrated solid and liquid fertilizers which 
possess high physical and chemical properties as applicable to the structure 
of the soils and agricultural crops; methods should be sought for increasing 
the use of mineral fertilizers and the extraction of chloride salts and their 
production on the baste of potaseium fertilizer should be organized; 





=the presence of raw material resources permits increasing the total volume 
of production of finished materials and articles by approximately 4-4,5-fold 
{in the long term through che broad employment of polymer materials and local 
fillers for the manufacture of paint-and-varnish and film products, ‘amellar 
plastics, splint-slab boards, chemical fibers and fabrics based on .sem, and 
pressed and cast articles of plastic for construction, the machine-building 
and electrical engineering industry, agriculture, and other branches of the 
national economy; 


--increase capacities for the production of articles in the list of products 
required by the republic's national economy to include: molded and unmolded 
(industrial rubber articles, conveyer and transportation belts, drive belts, 
cubberized industrial fabrics, and so forth; 


--in cooperation with the chemical industry, develop a number of production 
facilities with the employment of chemical materials, in particular in the 
construction materials industry--for the manufacture of polyethylene pipes, 
linoleum, distillation articles, foam plastics, fiberglass shingles and 
standpipes of fiber glass-reinforced plastics, and so forth; in the wood- 
working industry--for the manufacture of splint-slab boards from the waste 
products of wood processing with the use of thermoreactive resins produced 
by the chemical industry; 


--increase the production of artificial leathers, polymer films, decorative 
adnesive films, and industrial fabrics on a base of capron, dacron, or cotton 
in light industry; 


--in the medical and microbiological industries, expand the use of soda 
products, acetone, ammonia, and other chemical substances as well as shives 
of hemp-mallow and other agricultural waste products. 


the integrated development of chemical production will permit increasing the 
volume of products produced including consumer goods, reducing the importing 
of many types of chemical products from other economic regions of the country, 
improving the structure of the chemical industry, and creating favorable con- 
ditions for increasing chemization in many branches of the republic's nation- 
al economy. 





As indicated above, in Uzbekistan's /light industry/ oreferential 


cevelopment should be received by subbranches connected with the pro- 
duction of finished textile and knitted articles and footwear which will per- 


mit changing its intrabranch structure substantially. The accomplishment of 
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this task under conditions of our republic is connected with the determina~ 
tion of the optimum sizes of light industry enterprises and their distribu- 
tion, 


Since light industry ia to develop in the future primarily in medium and 

omall cities as well as in big rural centers, this requires the review of the 
sizes of tts enterprises which are now being taken as the basis in planning 
and conetruction. The methodological precondition in determining the optimum 
nature of enterprise aizes will be provided by the conformance of their ca- 
pacities to labor resources, Proceeding from this, it appears rational to em- 
place enterprises of the cotton and silk industries in a separated manner, 
with the possibility of the spatial cooperation of their production facili- 
ties as part of territorital-production associations. 


Territorial production associations can be created by placing a number of 
textile combines having medium capacity with finishing factories in big and 
medium cities and a broad network of small, highly-equipped fabric factories 
c.umected with them--in small and medium cities and rayon centers. It will 
be effective to supplement the make-up of the association with knitting en- 
terprises, silk-weaving enterprises, and nonwoven material factories. 


Optimization of enterprise sizes requires the development of standard plans 
for all production facilities and branches with consideration of the prin- 
ciples for placement which have been set forth, which can be accomplished by 
branch planning institutes of the Ministry of Light Industry USSR. 


Four to five percent of the raw cotton which has been procured is being pro- 
cessed into finished products in Uzbekistan now. In the long term, it is ex- 
pedient to bring its volume up to seven to nine percent, which will permit at- 
tracting additional labor resources into public production and providing the 
republic's population with textile articles more completely. It also appears 
expedient to study the question of the possibility of manufacturing cotton 
thread and unbleached cloth in the republic with the intention of their ex- 
port to Kazakhstan, Siberia, and the Far East, that is, to areas with limited 
labor resources, for the production of fabrics and knitted articles there. 


Structurally, the /food industry/ should be changed because of the 

higher rates of development of the branch agricultural industry's fruit and 
vegetable complex. Along with big canneries and wineries with the special 

raw material bases organized along with them, this branch of industry should 
develop by creating small enterprises in small cities, rayon centers, and 
rural settlements. This will help save and make efficient use of raw materi- 
als, will increase production output substantially, and will help to employ 

a considerable number of the able-bodied population, primarily in rural 

areas. It is appropriate to recall here that the October (1976) Plenum of 

the CPSU Central Committee stressed the necessity to strengthen the material- 
technical base for the production, storage, and processing of fruits, vegetables, 
and other perishable produce. In light of what has been said, it appears ex- 
pedient to create in specialized kolkhozes, in addition to "Uzplodoovoshchv inprom" 
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[Uzbek Fruit, Vegetable and Wine Industry] a develop and materially 


equipped procurement network and emall fruit and vegetable processing enter- 
prises. In order to accomplish this task successfully, it ia necessary to 
organize the production of sets of equipment at the republic's industrial 
eucerprises for emall fruit and vegetable processing plants as well as 
various types of packaging and refrigeration and other equipment. 


A substantial role in satisfying the population's demand for varied consumer 
goods is played by the republic's /local industry/. Almost all production 
of articles of people's handicraft businesses, musical instruments, chil- 
dren's toys, textile haberdashery, very simple sewn articles, and so forth 

ia now concentrated at its enterprises, 


Uzbekistan's local industry now has the opportunity for a considerable in- 
crease in the production of consumer goods which meet the tastes and demands 
of the population with consideration of natural-climatic, national, and other 
special features. However, in practice goods of this type are produced simul- 
taneously by the enterprises of many ministries and departments. This occurs 
because the planning of production and the improvement in the structure of 
local industry is now being conducted in accordance with the branch structure 
which is similar to the structure of an industry as awhole. Such an approach 
places local industry in the position of a branch which supplements the pro- 
duction of enterprises subordinate to union and union-republic ministries 

and leads to the duplication of production. 


It order to avoid such a situation, it is necessary to delineate clearly just 
which type of production should be put out by enterprises which are subordi- 
nate to unton and unton-republic ministries and which should be produced by 
local industry. This will permit planning ways for the development of a 
given branch and determining its structure clearly. Considering the func- 
tional purpose of local industry's production, it is expedient to divide it 
inco four basic groups: cultural-domestic and household goods, light-indus- 
try goods which are not part of handicraft businesses, articles of handicraft 
businesses, and musical instruments. This division of production will make 
ic necessary to change the planning methodology. Instead of overall rates 
and volumes of sold products, it will be necessary to plan each commodity 
grour separately and calculate and approve volumes of production for a spe- 
cific group in terms of cost. The total volume of local industry's produc- 
tion in cost terms in this case should be considered to be a calculation in- 
dex which excludes the stress on production volume rather than selection or 
quality and leads to an increase in the production of certain types of goods 
while also permitting an improvement in the structure of local industry. 


The directions for the further development and improvement in the structure 

of 'lzbekistan's industry which have been set forth will contribute to an in- 
crease in the effectiveness of public production and the solution of social 

problema as indivisible elements under conditions of developed socialism.

ATTEMPT MADE TO INSTILL NEW RITUALS AMONG UZBEKS

[Text] It is stressed in the materials of the 25th CPSU Congress that the 
great achievement of socialism in our country was the affirmation of the 
Soviet way of life which was formed in the course of the building of social- 
ism and communism. 


New, Soviet holidays, rituals, and traditions arose and received further de- 
velopment in the course of the affirmation of the, Soviet way of life. As a 
necessary component of the culture and spiritual life of the Soviet people, 
they are constantly at the center of attention of the party's many-faceted 
ideological work. This is expressed, in particular, in the striving constant- 
ly to improve civilian ceremonies with consideration of national and local 
traditions and customs which developed historically and to create new cere- 
monies and rituals which could reflect more completely and deeply the wealth 
of society's spiritual life and the inner world of Soviet people. 


"Maintaining the progressive traditions of each people and making them the 
property of all Soviet people," it is noted in the CPSU Party Program, "the 
Party will develop new revolutionary traditions of the builder's of communism 
in every possible way, such traditions being common to all nations."! 


Traditions of a domestic and family nature also received further development. 
New domestic and family traditions,are a direct continuation and the creative 
development of those progressive national traditions and ceremonies which 
have become part of the capital of each people's cultural heritage. They are 
formed on the base of a profound reunderstanding of the old national culture's 
heritage. Along with the general regular laws for the development of a 
socialist and communist way of life, the works of our republic's scientists? 
throw light on the role and place of the way of life in the system of public 
relations and the connection of the way of life with such phenomena as cul- 
ture, morals, traditions, and ceremonies. The authors indicated and others 
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made a useful contribution to the study, propagandizing, and introduction of 
new, 4ll-Soviet traditions and ceremonies to life, to include the way of 
Life of the rural workers, 


New traditions and rituale do not penetrate and are not affirmed in life 
automatically, but as a result of the long-term, scientifically substantiat- 
ed organizational and ideological work which is accowplished under the direc- 
tion of party organizations with the active assistance of the broad public. 


Graphic evidence of the constant attention and concern of the Uzbekistan 
Communist Party's Central Committee for the comprehensive propagandizing and 
introduction of new, socialist traditions, ceremonies, customs, and rituals 
into the way of life and their use in the communist indoctrination of the 
workers was the republic seminar-conference on the subject, "The propagan- 
dizing and introduction of new ceremonies and rituals--the most important 
sector of ideological work," which was conducted in 1971. 


Back in 1970, a Council on the Propagandizing and Introduction of New Cere- 
monies and Rituals into the Workers’ Way of Life was created with the Uzbeki- 
stan Communist Party's Central Committee. It was called upon to coordinate 
all work being accomplished in that direction in Uzbekistan. Its mission 
included assistance in the working out of new ceremonies and traditions and 
in the creation of scenarios of holidays and rituals, ceremonial songs, and 
dances for their artistic, aesthetic staging. Figures of literature and 

art, scientists, officials of ministries and departments, trade unions, the 
Komsomol, the "Knowledge" society, and other public organizations were drawn 
into this work. 


Councils on the Propagandizing and Introduction of New Ceremonies, Rituals, 
end Holidays into the Way of Life were also formed with party obkoms, gorkoms, 
and raykoms and big primary party organizations. 


The work which they have accomplished has provided fruitful results. New, 
socialist ceremonies, customs, and rituals are receiving ever wider dissemina- 
tion and recognition as an important factor in the indoctrination of Soviet 
people in the spirit of communism's lofty ideals and an effective means for 
strengthening the fraternal friendship of our country's peoples. 


Traditional meetings between workers and veterans of labor, war heroes, 
leaders of production, and figures of science, art, and literature have be- 
come part of daily practice. Measures to immortalize the memory of fellow- 
countrymen who are heroes of the revolution and the Patriotic War are being 
implemented under the leadership of party organizations and trips of the 
youth to the sites of their fathers' combat glory are being organized. 

Street celebrations, public send-offs to the army, initiation as a worker, 
meetings of generations, Komsomol weddings, and so forth are widely practiced. 


New forms in recording the birth of a child and conducting celebrations on 
the occasion of attaining one's majority, the completion of training in a 
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achool and higher educational inatitution, and the start of labor activity 
by young people are being approved in the republic's cities and villages. 


Party and soviet organs are doing much so that the new ceremonies and rituals 
are colorful and filled with profound content and reflect the lofty ideals 
of the socialist way of life. 


Along with the good which has been attained in the propagandizing and intro- 
duction of new ceremonies, rituals, and holidays into the life of people, we 
etill have sertovs shortcomings and unresolved problems, too. Some stagnant 
customs and ceremonies which are holding back the spiritual growth of people 
and inflicting harm on their communist upbringing have not yet been overcome. 


Harmful customs and ceremonies connected with the birth and upbringing of 
children and weddings and funerals still exist in the rural areas of Uzbeki- 
stan. 


The relative stability of the old traditions and ceremonies is explained by 
the fact that in the past they put down deep roots in the daily life, habits, 
and psychology of people. Despite the colossal economic, social, and spiri- 
tual transformations which have occurred in our country during the years of 
Soviet power, factors which contribute to the existence of some harmful 
traditions and ceremonies for the present are still preserved. 


This is explained first of all by the presence of vestiges of the past in 
the consciousness and way of life of people, by omissions and blunders in 
the sphere of ideological-indoctrinational work, and by insufficiently effec- 
tive activity of individual cultural-educational institutions of the village. 


~ In the decree of the CPSU Central Committee, "On Further Improvement in 


Ideological and Political-Indoctrinational Work," it is noted in particular 
that "we still have many weaknesses and shortcomings, in which regard some 
extremely substantial, in the organization of informational and ideological- 
indoctrinational work." 


All this leads to a situation where in some cases even individual represen- 
tatives of the intelligentsia take part in the observance of traditions and 
cermonies which have outlived their usefulness and are not compatible with 
the norms of our life. Sometimes, these ceremonies are conducted under the 
influence of backward public opinion so «s “not to offend" older people, 
neighbors, and so forth. Here the very concept of "public opinion," which 
has a direct relation to the regulation of the traditienal-ceremonial aspect 
of daily life, is considered one-sidedly. At the same time, we believe that 
public opinion is those opinions, thoughts, and suggestions which are fur- 
thered by the level of society's contemporary development and follow from 
the requirements of its further economic, social, and spiritual progress. 
The thoughts and statements of individual people who are estranged from the 
ebullient many-faceted life of the Soviet people are not leading public 
opinion and they should not regulate or influence our daily ideological and 
spiritual life. 
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Old and harmful traditions and ceremonies take much free time away from 
people and require large material expenditures and big monetary expenses 
which are necessary for the cultural rest of the workers, improvement in 
their way of life, acquisition of the necessary household utensils, and so 
forth, 


True, for the present such traditions are also being preserved in the cities, 
but under the conditions of Central Asian villages their conservative force 
{se manifested much more broadly and deeply. It seems to us that success can 
be attained here only when party, soviet, trade union, and Komsomol organi- 
zations, leaders of enterprises and farms, broad public opinion, elders 

of the village, and makhalli combine their efforts and wage a decisive strug- 
gle against vestiges of the past and for the approval of new, pithy customs 
and ceremonies which are interesting in form and which carry a large indoc- 
trinational and emotional charge. 


Obsolete traditions and ceremonies bring tremendous harm to the successful 
accomplishment of tasks for the communist indoctrination of the workers. 
The very fact of their existence tells of the presence of serious gaps in 
the organization of ideological-political work locally. 


An ever larger number of people, including the youth, are taking part in the 
observance of these traditions. The performance of individual ceremonies and 
rituals cannot fail to influence those present, and this means that they step 
forth as a factor which fastens ideological and cultural backwardness on 
some part of the population. In a number of cases, rural activists and re- 
presentatives of the intelligentsia explain their participation in the ob- 
servance of old traditions and ceremonies by the "harmless" words "for no 
particular reason." There can be no agreeing with such "justification," be- 
cause even the simple attendance of authoritative people of the village dur- 
ing the performance of old ceremonies revives these vestiges of the past and 
intensifies their influence on the masses. 


The relatively stable preservation of old traditions and ceremonies hinders 
the penetration of new forms of the socialist way of life into daily life. 

As &@ result, progressive traditions do not receive genuinely broad dissemina- 
t.on and are introduced into daily life formally and ineffectively. As was 
correctly noted in the decree of the CPSU Central Committee, "On Further Im- 
provement in [deological and Political-Indoctrinational Work," "the effec- 
tiveness of indoctrinational work is reduced considerably where the unity of 
organizational, economic, and ideological work is not ensured." 


An important condition for raising the style of life in the village consists 
of the profound study, generalization, a propagandizing of the experience 
accumulated in introducing new customs and traditions. In recent years, 
many useful measures have been accomplished in the republic whose signifi- 
cance has been deeply studied and generalized far from everywhere. 


Great significance is had by debates and the broad exchange of opinions on 
specific problems in the development of life style in the village and the 
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struggle against vestiges of the past and for the introduction of new cere- 
monies and traditions. A good initiative in this regard was manifested by 
the newspaper KISHLOK KHAKIKATI, an organ of the T8K KPUz [Central Committee 
of the Uzbekistan Communist Party]. Two articles were published on its pages 
in 1976-1977: "Inson kamolati--zamon ziynati" which examined urgent problems 
in improving rural life style and the effectiveness of communist indoctrina- 
tion, and "Ineon khotrasi, inson kadri,"’ which was devoted to funeral rites, 
the good order of rural cemeteries, and general questions of improving the 
rural life style. 


These articles caused a lively response throughout the entire republic. De- 
bates were organized in which leaders of party and soviet organizations, 
writers, scientists, ordinary kolkhoz workers, workers, and youth represen- 
tatives took part. 


For example, the first secretary of the Gizhduvanskiy RK [rayon committee] 
of the KPUz [Uzbekistan Communist Party] and deputy of the Supreme Soviet of 
the Uzbek SSR, S. Ganiyev,’? the first secretary of the Bozskiy RK KPUz, T. 
Khozhikasymova, * secretary of the Uchkurganskiy RK KPUz, A. Khasanov, a 
teacher of a secondary school in Bozskiy rayon, Andizhanskaya oblast, S. 
Salokhiddinov,° head of the department of pedagogy of the Tashkent Pedagogical 
Institute imeni Nizami R. Usmanov, © docent of the institute Safar Utanov, 
pensioner M. Bakhtiyarov, and many others responded to the first article. 


Thus, the secondary—school teacher S. Salokhiddinov wrote: "The newspaper 
KISHLOK KHAKIKATI has raised this question in good time. I read this article 
with great excitement. It puts forth urgent problems and introduces valuable 
proposals concerning a further improvement in the life style of the village 
workers," 


In turn, S,. Salokhiddinov introduced a suggestion concerning the organization 
of sponsorship of indtvidual rayons, kolkhozes, and sovkhozes by higher edu- 
cational institutions and rendering them effective assistance in improving 
their life style. 


In the spring of 1979, the newspaper KISHLOK KHAKIKATI published two more 
articles--"Dekhkon uyi bog bulsin, gulzor bulsin"’ and "Madaniyat--inson 

kurki,"® which also raised urgent problems in improving the life style of 
rural workers. 


It is pleasing to note that the newspaper articles contributed to the solu- 
tion of a number of practical problems in improving the life style of the 
village. Commissions for the introduction of new traditions and ceremonies 
have been created in the kolkhozes and sovkhozes and their activity is being 
improved. During time off from work, the population is engaged in improv- 
ing public services and amenities to include bringing order to the cemeteries 
where our ancestors, relatives, and neighbors are buried. 


Unfortunately, thus far other republic newspapers have not supported the 
initiative of the newspaper KISHLOK KHAKIKATI. 
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It should not be forgotten that the introduction of new traditions and cere- 
wonies into life cannot be accomplished blindly, without consideration of 
apecific possibilities, Anything new can put down deep roots only where 
there are actual conditions for this. Their disclosure is furthered to a 
considerable degree by a profound study of public opinion. Any cultural 
achievement can become the property of the masses when it is introduced into 
life, and this can be attained only when people realize the social signifi- 
cance of a given innovation, Therefore, in the future, too, it is expedient 
to organize wide debates on specific problems in the development of the vil- 
lage's life style. 


As {ts known, specific traditions, customs, and holidays developed among all 
peoples in the process of historical development. The formation of new cere- 
monies and rituals constantly puts forth the task of selecting truly popular, 
genuinely national, labor traditions and customs of preceding eras and their 
judicious, creative use in contemporary ceremonies. Here, it is necessary 

to be guided by Marxist-Leninist methodology and a clearly class approach to- 
ward any social phenomenon. For ritual forms exist which are so interlocked 
with content foreign to Soviet reality that their inclusion in new ceremonies 
is absolutely inexpedient. When using other traditional ceremonial forms, 
their conformance to contemporary living conditions and the way of life of 
people should be ensured. 


To tncrease the consciousness of the village workers and to transform their 
material and cultural living conditions is one of the most important tasks 
of communist construction. 


The stronger the material base for the rural life style, the more rapidly 
does the introduction of new ceremonies, rituals, holidays, and approval of 
the soctalist way of life of the rural workers as a whole occur. 


'n our view, the acceleration of this process would be assisted by implemen- 
tation of the following measures: 


--the construction of special standard and inexpensive premises with all con- 
veniences for the improvement of civil ceremonies in each rayon center; 


--furcher increase in the activity of work of creative unions in creating 
scenarios for the most widespread production, social, domestic, and family 
ceremonies and rituals and songs and music for them; 


--the creation of ceremonial clothing and good fabrics for them through the 
efforts of pattern-makers, artists, and textile workers so that the content 
of new ceremonies is enriched with contemporary dress; 


--the organization of departments of ceremonial services in the system of the 
Ministry of Domestic Services and the corresponding services in the domestic 
services combines, assigning to them the accomplishment of all types of ser- 
vices connected with the approval of new ceremonial rites; 
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--the construction of 'Malyutka" Houses in cities and settlements where the 
birth of children could be recorded ceremoniously and where young parents 
could assemble to hear lectures, see films, consult with physicians and other 
specialists, and have talke with people grown wise with the experience of 
life; 


~-separation of acts of recording births from funeral acts and prayers for 
the dead. 


All this will contribute to the approval of new everyday traditions and 
ceremonies which beautify our lives, will make them more interesting and 
brighter, and will assist in the communist indoctrination of Soviet people.

NEW COMPUTER APPLICATION IN NORTHERN TADZHIKISTAN

[Text] The practical realization of the urgent tasks of our day requires 
in particular the improvement of the system of management through the use 
of the most up-to-date electronic computers and the transition to an auto- 
mated system of control of production (ASUP). The introduction of ASUP 
injects in principle new elements in the organization of the technology of 
accounting in ministries, departments, associations and enterprises, it 
provides the possibility of analyzing and operationally regulating the 
course of plan fulfillment. 


In the interest of the speedy solution of the tasks in regard to the 
mechanization of accounting and computer work, a territorial technological 
division of the Tadzhik branch of the All-Union State Planning and Tech- 
nological Institute for the Mechanization and Automation of Accounting 
and Computer Operations of the Central Statistical Administration of the 
USSR (VGPTI TsSU SSSR) was created in Leninabadskaya Oblast. 


The division is oriented toward the use of the means of computer technology 
of the system of the Central Statistical Administration of the republic, 

as well as of the department computer installations of Leninabadskaya 
Oblast, toward the creation of plans for the mechanization and automation 
of accounting and their introduction in the centralized accounting depart- 
ments of enterprises, agricultural enterprises and institutions. 


Joint work with specialists of the computing center of the statistical ad- 
ministration, for example, has resulted in the completion of the introduc- 
tion of compreshensive mechanization of book-keeping operations in the 
Tadzhikistan Kolkhoz of Khodzhentskii Rayon and the Kolkhoz imeni Kuyby- 
sheva of Isfarinskii Rayon, in the poultry kolkhoz of Kanibadamskii Rayon. 
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In the Khodghentskii agromindustrial association a number of tasks have 
been introduced, using the Minsk-32 computer, a system of operational 
accounting of the dispatch and sale of finished production has been de- 
livered ahead of schedule at the Ura-Tyubinsk winemaking plant. 


The Leninabad production association of the canning industry has become 
the first enterprise in Leninabadskaya Oblast which has begun the develop- 
ment of an automated system of control on the basis of a single series of 
ingle system (ES) computers. 


However, a great deal of responsible work still lies ahead with regard to 
the perfection of the control system in all sectors of the national econo- 
my of the oblast. You know, the mechanization and automation of the pro- 
cessing of economic information, the creation of automated control systems 
is a very complicated and labor-consuming affair, entailing questions of 
the regulation of the structure and content of information, the forms of 
documents, standard~handbook management, the perfection of the technology 
of the collection and processing of data, the application of mathematical 
methods, the organization of the use of diverse computer technology. 


The successful execution of all of these operations is impossible without 
an increase in the qualifications of the leading cadres in the system of 
production control, the training and retraining of specialists required 
for the introduction and use of automated systems of control (ASU), with- 
out close creative contacts between the leaders of enterprises and farms, 
on the one hand, and the specialists of our technological division and the 
computing centers or machine-calculating stations. 


In practice it turns out that it is only the technological division and 
the computing center of the oblast statistical administration which are 
interested in the introduction of, let us say, a model plan for the com- 
prehensive mechanization of the book-keeping record (KMBU) in agricultural 
enterprises. The management of the oblast's agriculture stands aside and 
at times does not know in what farm a model is being introduced or will be 
introduced. 


In our view, it is necessary that together with the management of agricul- 
ture those farms be determined in which the comprehensive mechanization of 
book-keeping records could be introduced. Moreover, many factors must be 
kept in mind, among which the state of book-keeping records, the level of 
knowledge and special training of the book-keeping workers of agricultural 
enterprises and the specialists of computer installations play the main 
role. 


It would not be a bad idea to organize courses for specialists in the de- 
velopment and introduction of model projects of the comprehensive mechani- 
zation of accounting records in kolkhozes and sovkhozes on the basis of 
the Leninabad accounting and book-keeping school.

Progress has been made in school education, the rights of 
women have been expanded, the most archaic institutions have been abol- 
ished. 


In accordance with the constitution adopted in 1959, legislative power 

the country belongs to a unicameral National Assembly elected by universal, 
direct, equal and secret elections. The president rules the country 
through a prime minister appointed by him. 


The Tunisian people has achieved significant successes in the economic, 
social and cultural development of its country. Heavy and mining- 
extractive industry, energy industry, hydro-resources, and the merchant 
marine are in the hands of the state. A number of banks have been 
nationalized, control has been established over foreign trade.

The foreign policy -ourse of Tunisia, which is based on the principles of 


nonwalignment, veutrality, and the development of friendly relations with 
all states, has won the respect of the peace-loving nations of the world. 
The government of the Tunisian Nepublic stands for the relaxation of inter- 
national tension, gives political, moral and material assistance to the 
Palestinian resistance movement, stands for a comprehensive settlement of 
the conflict in the Middle Fast, condemning the Egyptian-leraeli separate 
deal in Camp David, which was concluded on an anti~Arab basis. The deci- 
sion of the Baghdad Conference of ministers of foreign affairs and econo- 
mics of the Arab states to move the headquarters of the League of Arab 
States from Cairo to Tunisia was not accidental.

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COMMUNICATIONS LMPROVED ON PAMIRS

{Text} More than 50 kilometers of main telephone line, connecting Khorog 
with Dushanbe, go through the Khoburabat Pass. This is a dangerous place 
during all times of the year. In the winter--snow avalanches, in the 
early spring--flood torrents, in the summer--rock slides break the wire, 
slice off the posts. But the line has reliable masters--the line electri- 
cians who provide their difficult service around the clock. 


They have especially many troubles during the winter when snow falls in 
the pass and the road is closed: to correct troubles must be done at the 
price of great efforts, frequently requiring the show of courage. It is 
not easy to find the damage making one's way through deep snow on skis. 
However, the line workers have learned to overcome difficulties. A great 
deal of work experience helps. 


Hero of Socialist Labor and veteran of the Great Patriotic War Dzhavar 
Gafurov, Master of Communication of the USSK Dzhuma Fayzulloyev, and 
veteran of communication Khabib Abdurakhmonov have devoted their entire 
working life to their favorite cause. In their young years, they took 
part in the construction of the line, and when it was completed they re- 
mained to service the line in the section of the pass. 


Now 2U city and rural automatic telephone stations are operating in the 
Pamirs. Practically all large settlements of the oblast have been pro- 
vided with telephone service. During the last few years construction has 
begun on high-mountain lines of communication between Khorog and Murgab, 
Rushan and Bartang, Roshtkala and Sovetabad. Automatic telephone exchanges 
have made their appearance in the Alpine kishlaks Dashtak and Bunay in the 
Vanchskiy Rayon, and Derzud and Sipodzh in the Rushanskiy Rayon. 


The installation of radio in settlements in the Pamirs has acquired a 
broad scale. The construction and putting into operation of the televi-~ 


sion station “Orbit-2" has become a new landmark in the cultural life of 
the oblast. 
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A great volume of work with regard to the development and service of the 
means of communication is being carried out by the collective of the 
Khoroyskiy Operational-Technical Communications Center. During the cur- 
rent year we have a distinctive jubilee=-the completion of 20 years from 
the day of its establishment. During these years the collective has 

made solid contributions to the development of communication in the Pamirs. 


The years of the LOth Five-Year Plan turned out to be especially success- 
ful for us. The target for four years was reached ahead of schedule. 
For the first time, the communication center was able to shift to profit- 
able work. Our engineers, technicians and electricians made a weighty 
contribution to this. Preparing to meet the 110th anniversary of the day 
of Lenin's birth in a fitting manner, the collective of the center decided 
to install and put into operation ahead, over and above the annual target, 
a new automatic telephone station for 50 numbers in the mountain kishlak 
Shidz of Rushanskiy Rayon, to install radio in more than 150 farmsteads 
in the kishlaks Barsem and Kolkhozabad in the Shugnanskiy Rayon. We hope 
to cope honorably with our socialist obligations. 
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
